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Allowable Subject Matter 

As to claims 1 and 22, as depicted in Applicant's drawings, the term "line" means 
an elongated region/area whose length is longer than its width. In that event, Exhibit "A" 
does not teach either one of claims 1 or 22 as the horizontally positioned width of the 
dashed vertical line (which has "no studs on the line", claims 1 ,22) is not " greater " (line 2 
from bottom of claims 1,22) than the claimed first and second selected distances. In 
addition, contrary to comments made by the Undersigned in the Advisory action, the line 
drawn in dashed lines may not be deemed to be a short horizontal line (where the width 
of the line would be greater than the first and second selected distances) as a line's 
length must be longer than its width for purposes of this application. 1 Thus, claims 1 
and 22 are allowable as the prior art does not teach the combination of the last two lines 
of each of those claims with remaining claim limitations. 



Note that the Undersigned as withdrawn his suggested position in the Advisory action. This is due to 
the particular meaning of the word "line" as defined above, where length is greater than width, as depicted 
in Applicant's drawings.
